I ant among those spied upon* In one ouse, whore the espionage was contracted 
out, I have carbon copies of it* (Thin was not by the Army, was for a CIa front la 
Washington, uhesc identification, bank-account idcntii'ioution, check, letterhead 
and eavclep© I have*) lay mail has boon regularly interfered witli, in several oasea 
at considerable cost to me end 1 think I can loot unreasonably boll eve in two cases 
to tb~ Gild that publication of books was impeded and prevented, lly baggage lias been 
intercepted and rifled, my property damaged* ray motel room examined, things like that* 

Until too UjjG "First ‘fueaday 11 show expooixi^* i idli tary-ln tolligoiioo intrusion 
iuto ;'x>.joatic civilian affairs, oxcopt where I knew tills won dene by too CIA, I liad 
assumed tills was by the FBI, whieh io not pleased with my writing* I have reason to 
believo se.ue of this has boon by the Fill, but after hoaxing of the Hiimeapolie Array 
activities, X tiling 1 should toll you of ray experiences ther o* 

iy rocont writing ha© been about political assassinations, particularly that 
,jf President Kennedy* i'his, necessarily, entails exauinationaof the federal invoeti- 
gation of it and exposure of wnat the various investigators sought to hide and iiow 
they accomplished it* 

In ni&44ay 1967 I was asked to raatee at address at the u ni varsity of ^dainosotu 
at ^diirioapoliB* Prior to that I broadcast on a local radio station for about 18 hours, 
/. nswering plnnod— in questions* In both oases, my focus won on too functioning of our 
society anu its integrity, in tin. content of too aasassi-iations and their investiga- 
tions, mi tli references to intrusions int# and interferences with toifi work aau wnnt 
I regard as firet-aiaendm^int rights* 

Prior to too beginning of uy talk, attondod by about 2, OCX), mostly students, 
several students spotted seme older nw with a hidden tape recorder* This, of course, 
perfectly iliu t rated my point* I four I embarrassed these raon by announcing their 
presence, tollia^ them not to worry about risking a recording because I had arranged 
for a dub of taut mode by toe university to be available to th..m (as 1 had), aau by 
such idndnowooi as spelling names, asking if I was speaking to# rapidly, and things 
like tiiat* 

At tile end of my ttik, oiiiong those who approached me war. a student who, by 
happenstance, hod, while on vacation in Wow Orleans in August 1963, photographed the 
arroot of Lee liarvoy Oswald* tiy suosequent investigation ceafinaod that although this 
man had. L( dvon bio film to tiio FBI, there exist# in too Warren Oojijuission rocord no 
indication of it ana no copy of the film* /mother, oiikLlar oiiiatcur film, the existence 
of which could not bo hidden, was nover given to too Commission* In boto casus, the 
i.ion with Ui»3 film toll me th^ir originals had be, jq edited aau returned by the Fhl, 
which kept to originals* 

X miK/rt i a tuly , i went to tills young rj^n' s homo, where we $et too film and 
ook it to a university projector for viewing* Ulhere was very reason for anyone 
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wiio ndtjht have been following ma to believe that v/hen I took a plane that evening I 
had this film with mo* I didn't. I gave it to a local friend to have it copies there# 

I saw iuy luggage gu down the chuto when I checked in with Braniff# The plane’s 
first ©top van K & aBGJs City, where I left it# By then my luggage had dieappeared# Search 
of ilia plane failed to locate it - and I insisted that the line bo held end tiiia done# 
Branifi phoned ^ncapolis, which reported the luggage had not been forgotten# It turned 
up several days later, in the possession of a different airline and in a city to which 
my piano did not go# By the time I got it, my Val-a-pak had boon ruined and ransacked, 
every scrap of paper in in, including expenses records and even papers of match? e gone# 
Every major jj&rt of the franc of a brand new portable* typewriter* had been broken and 
the ribbon transport oar. fully bent so it wouldn't work -without a scratch to the oase# 
My tape records* had boon carefully fixed so that it couldn't record but would indicate 
it was recording# These two tilings effectively interfered with my Interviewing of 
witnesses, whose statement I oculd neither record nor type# The typewriter had to be 
junked sne- the factory has not been able to repair the tape recorder properly# Records 
and local merchant involved confirm all of this# 

By possibly unrelated coincidence, my friend in hirmeapolis shared an office 
with an /jpry-intclligcnce connected associate, recently arrived in Minneapolis# to lion 
my friend liod racoon to believe his property was regularly but clandestinely examined, 
ho searched tho desk of this newcomer ono dry and located a personal-hi story statement 
including; Anny-intoliigeuo r * expf^i^nce* Prudently, fee copied it# ^nortly after my 
speeoh and these experiences, including exposure and ridiculing of those, with the 
tape recorder in tho andionoe, this nan loft Minneapolis is what ao jeers to be unu s ua l 
haste, going- to Alaska. There, rather soon, whxle in a small airplane, ho was shot 
through the head unu died as a result# I&Lb iiiformation is all second-hand and I 
neither say nor suggest it is related, bat I do think it a strong- coincidence# 

In ^ovembort 1&6S 1 bau. a similar exp^rl^noe flying from D. llau to new Orleans# 

I arrived ut the first stop, without beggago# In that cane as I liad in *i: jxeapolis, I 
made tiix) reservation by phone# In the Dallas case, when Eastern delivered my ba^^e 
early the next morning, they told mo they had been told wliat tlioy si .ply oouldn 1 1 
believe, that of Diy luggage had been stuck in the ohuio#, Picture of one- a-minutc 
planes stacked over Love Field because a baggage chute was jammed for houre! And not 
discovered! In flaw Orleans I had also insisted upon a piiono call to Dallas in r.y 
presenco and that of a friend wlxo had met me# Again, iuy luggage has been ransacked# 
which is not consistent with accidental mshandling# Kor is the impossible explanation# 



On an earlier trip to hew Orleans, my room had boon ransacked, my adlresa-book 
stolen, and minor photographic i terns not nine were left in my attache case# 

Thors is a rather odd and offidally-hidden and unexplained Array intelligence 
involvement in the investigation of the assassination of President Kennedy# An 
operative named Powell was at the scene# His presence there and the fact that he had 
token at le^st ono picture were hidden for some time# Tho Axvy never told the Warren 
Coimidosion, r ^eS?^he existing recorde, nor did it tell the FBI or Secret Service until 
some time later# Then it was because of something dropped by the Dellas police# The 
FBI also failed to inform the Coiiimission that Powell immediately entered the Texan 
School Book Depository Building find was, with others, confined there for gouio time by 
thG polioc, who were keeping anyone tliey could from leaving. Whether or not it is a sk i ng 
too much to believe tlian an Army intelligence man is on the ecene with a camera when a 
President is assassinated and takes but a single picture, that picture does not exist 
in tlie Worroa Commission files, which also contain no indication it was ever given to 
the Co.nuiseion# I have initiated proceedings under the Freedom of Information Act to 
obtain further records and the picture or pictures# You arc welcome to the FBI end 
Secret Service reports that I now have#

rights unler it* light irnke a fitting subject for inquiry by your oubcoi^rittce* here also 
ray fllca, especially of noo-atop lion by the department of Justice, including ©ven under 
oath, are available to you. There* iB no device to, demeaning or toexshabby f:.r official 
uee If it vail delay or avoid coropUcnco with thr. low or frustration of inquiry* 

At ihu riaic of t30U nuing paranoia, I suggest these mcont aiecloflureB n:ay relate 
to what can pro oably never b© proved, a rash of threat* that toon several foivis. I have 
no Ano^icug^ 01 wno iuuae theai or way, only that -uhoy wex*o wade* 6uddonly f on just 
aboau every program on wiu.cn X appeared in 1967 ana possibly early 1966, people would 
phone in, anonymously, and ante if X did not fear aomo hurt would befall me. When I was 
away from home, oome times the Bamo kind of anonymous calls were made to ray wife. There 
were ulsoik threatening calls made to no in the middle of the* night, cue of wliich X 
was able aa^ gLvo the local police* It was ratiior professional, requiring what 

is not norauOIy at the oibot: of the average nut with telephone tiB at 2t>0 fx.zw- tho 
s.'und-trao^ o^. tiie movio "Shane", the story ox which is appropriate to such a ghraat. 

In tii c cooxoo of ax tempting to prepare myself bo that I might better raeko euch a tape 
wiion not anticipating *he nodd in a.vjnoe, X also learned how ©imply and luoootru ; ivcly 
phones can be tapped and have boon in this arse. - which is tho location of Fort Ik trick 
end intermittent activity gainst ehendeal ami biological warfare. Paralleling these 
phoned-in threats during appearances was so me also-profossional "baiting" involving* 
deliberate nicropresontation of an innocent event in ny earlier writing o x. or, Jong 
before the b. A tors wore bom, tho kind of thing of vrhich they ooula not have had 
personal knowledge. 



May X suggest that this violation of every American principle and tho moat 
b&sio rights by tho Army is not as completely inconsistent with r ome of its past as 
might be hoped* You alio old have no trouble finding copies of the moot extreme anti— 
deaocratio "training manuals" official produoed and used, aomo on the reo nt past. 

I recall one from the bOs in whioh the Army colled democracy "moboeracy" and gave 
this to roeruito as part of their indoctrination* He may not recall it and may not 
now be able to locate it, but I gave my copy to Ben Gilbert about 1938 end he n ver 
returned it. And, during the course of an investigation of the Silver Shirts at about 
that tii-o, I obta ned eone of their files indicating that s high Army general wos 
p^ennin ; a military putsch against Roosevelt. I gave ttair to the FBI* which, naturally, 
never said anything about it. But that General eoon retired, os I now rooall it* 

My interest in ouoii extremists continues. Presently I have a oouroe inside 
the Hinutenen. I heve received from him (end loaned the FBI^ a reoont listing in 
which they have ratner extensive tabulations of students and others members of 
organisations they do not like, where there io inference something should happen to 
these people. One is for the State of Illinois. If you g^t the* names of those the 
Amy spied upon, you night onre to comparo it with mine* (Tho %nuternon, by the way, 
have buon able to obtain and reprint classified. Army manuals. X have obtained several 
ana fa von. them to a police department from which, should it interest you, I am certain 
I con obtain copies* Those contain instructions for booby-trapping, ranking rad placing 
explosives, guerrilla warfare end ouh r suoii respectable civilian pursuits*) 
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In t-ds vor g proper, really vital, iut-rest in intrusion into citizens 1 righto 
by gOTemaent, I hops you will not restrict yourself to ths Army, for o chor and civilian 
ogsi'iaion do LU^ same thing, mid I also hope you will regard it as only slightly loos 
reprehensible vxh m it happens to writers as vroll as legislators, Least of all, in a 
society such as ours, should it happen to either group. 

Further, correct oa your and Coiigrcsaaan xdkv*i f a positions are, that ill of 
this impropriety ohould bo ended in mediately , with dismissal of those involved, I 
suggest that is inadequate, Tho complete deevr action of every fora: of all such informa- 
tion should b * u adnioun, ’with the exchcagco between agenciea in tlie era of computers, 
this may nirt be easily accomplished. 



Whatever I hav^ that may interact you is, of course, available to you, I would 

like to protect my .ouross, especially ths one inside the linutsaen, who .dght be 
killed if exposed, and the one who provided tk.. pi-oof of CIA spyiii^ on me and ethers 
through a front, for retaliation against him- Ik also possible* I oan produce -hie man, 
should you wsnt tc question him in private. Or, ohould you care to send one of your 
investigate re here (onI„ an hour fro:- your office), I tidal: 1 can arrange for bin to 
be here if he con got time off’ from, his present employer. 

In any event , I f u like to tx pleood an your mailing list to reooiv© everything 
you publish on tide and related matters, for at some point my on writing will include 
this area«
